From the stations a trolley line runs past the 
Ithaca Hotel and within two hundred feet. of 
the Clinton House, Each hotel runs a free 
omnibus. Cars going east from the Ithaca 
Hotel run to the University Campus by way of 
Eddy St. and back by way of Stewart Ave. or 
vice-versa. The Campus is reached more 
quickly by the Eddy St. car than by the Stewart 
Ave. car. The Town and Gown Club is on 
Stewart Ave. and can best be reached by the car 
marked Stewart. Ave. 
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
